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REMARKS 

STATUS OF CLAIMS: 

Claims 37, 39-41 and 46-55 are pending. 

Claims 37, 39-41 . 46, 48-50 and 52-55 are allowed. 

Claims 47 and 52 are rejected. In the body of the Office Action the Examiner both rejects 
and allows claim 52 and provides no status for claim 51. Applicants believe based on the 
rejection of claims 47 and 52, that the rejection should have been for claims 47 and 51 which 
have the same recitation therein. Applicant's Attorney contacted the Examiner on January 6, 
2004 and the Examiner concurred with the status of claims 51 and 52. Accordingly, we provide 
herein claim amendments to claims 47 and 51 and believe our response to be fully responsive. 

By this Amendment, claims 47 and 51 are amended. Therefore, claims 37, 39-41 and 
46-55 are now under consideration. 

No new matter is being presented by the claim amendments, accordingly, entry and 
approval of same are submitted to be proper and are respectfully requested. 

ITEM 3: REJECTION OF CLAIMS 47 and 52 UNDER 35 U.S.C. §112, SECOND PARAGRAPH 

In the Office Action at page 2, item 3, claims 47 and 52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§112, second paragraph, as being indefinite. Applicants believe the rejection should be to 
claims 47 and 51 for the above noted reasons. 

Accordingly, claims 47 and 51 are amended to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
§112, second paragraph. 

Reconsideration is respectfully requested. 

CONCLUSION 

There being no further outstanding objections or rejections, it is submitted that the 
application is in condition for allowance. An early action to that affect is courteously solicited.
